Ing Edward the Second, being miſled by the unhappy 
Counſtls of his Favourites and Minions, wholly negle- 

- Cted the Publick Intereſt of bis Kingdom, to ſerve that 
; of particular ambitious and wicked Perſons, whom he 
Higbly eſteemed, and to whoſe Conduft he had entirely reſigned 
himſelf. The Adminiſtration of the, Government being in the 
Hands of: this ſort of Men, the People of all Ranks were daily op- 
. prefled by their Infolence and arbitrary Extravagance ; which 
-Joft the King the AﬀeCtions of his Subjefts : This begot the Trou- 

_blesof the unhappy Reign of that Prince, the Diviſions at Court, 
and the Prevalency of the Favourites (with the Concurrence of 
other Cauſes) made a ſeparation for a time betwixt the King cs

his Royal Conſort,the Queen;who, for theſe Reaſons,left the King- 
dom, and went beyond Seas; and in the Year 1326. and the 19th. 
of the Kings Reign, ſhe returned. into. Englerd, with her Son Prince 
Edward, and brought with her a ſmall Army, with an intention 
ro remove thcoſe"evit Connfeters who had for long abuſed-the 
King and the Kingdom. Soon after her Arrival, moſt of the Earls 
and Barons (out of hatred tothe King and the two Spexcers, the 
two Eye-Sores of the Kingdom.). repaired to her, and made up a 
very great Army : Whereupon the :King iffued out his Proclama- 
tion, commanding all his Subjects to reſiſt, oppoſe , and kill 
them ( except. the Queen, the Prince , and:the Earl of Kent, 


_- which they ſhbuld (take Friſonery, if they poſſibly gould ), an 


that no man ſhould hold any Correſpondencewich 'them, nor ad- 


miniſter Victuals, or any other Aſſiftance to them, under pain of. 


forfeiting their Bodies and Eſtates : But the King being not able 
to oppoſe the Preyalency of the adverſe, Party, and being deſerted 
by moſt of thoſe who had taken yp Arms for him, was forces to 
fly into Wales, in hopes to find Shelter and Prote&ion there ; but 
thoſe hopes deceived him, as it: appears in the Sequel of this Sto- 
Ty: The King being fled, the*Queen cauſes Proclamation to be 
made in her Army every day, that the King ſhould return, and 
receive his Kingdom, if he would conform himſelf to his Lieges - 
But the King not appearing .according to this Proclamation, the 
Peers, -and other Great Men' of the - Kingdom,. held a Covnctlest 
Hereford; wherein, it was reſolved, that Prince Edward ſhould 


. be made Cuſtos of the Kingdom 3 which was accordingly done ,. - 


and they all ſwore Fealty to him as Caſtos of the Realm. After- 
wards they made the Biſhop of Norwich Lord Chancellor, and the 
Biſhop of Wincheſter Lord High Treaſurer of Englayvd: Not long 
after, the King himſelf, and moſt of -his-Evil Counſellers wegeta- 
ken Priſoners, being betrayed by the-Welſh, :ini whom they nypſt 
confided. And in the Year 1327. Hugh Spencer; iSimon Retling, -Bal- 
dock, and others of the Kipg's Party were Executed at Hereford. 
The King being thus taken, was conveyed to London about the 
Feaſtof Epiphany ; where he was received with great Joy and 
Preſents ; and ſome time after was convey/d-from- thence to Kezel- 
worth, Then there was a Parliament held, - wherein it. was unani- 


mouſly agreed, That the King was unworthy of the Crown, and. 


that he juſtly deſerved to be depoſed, and in order to it, there 
were certain Articles drawn up againſt him in this Form follow- 
ig ; | 
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It is Agreed that Prince Edward the King's El- 
deſt .Son z ſhall have the Government of the 
Kingdom, and that he ſhall be Crowned King 
for theſe Cauſes ; | 


OR that the King, in reſpe&t of his own Qualifications, 

is not able or ſufficient to govern; for in all his Reign he 

hath been led and govern'd by others, tohis own.Diſhonour, and 
the DeſtruCtion of Holy Church, and all. his People, without ever 


conſidering whether he did Good or Evil; neither did he ever 


take care to remedy any Miſchief was done ; neither would he do 
it , when deſired by the Great and Wiſe Men of the.Nation, or 
ſuffer it to be done by others, 


IL. Tem, In all his Reign he would neither comply with, er 
believe any good Counſel which was given him, nor any way ap- 
ply himſelf to the good Government of his Kingdom ; but had: 
wholly given himſelf to a Diſhonourable, Riotous way of Living, 
never minding the Afﬀairs of his Kingdom. 


III.. Irem, For want of good Government he loſt the Realm of 
Scotland, and other Lands and Seigniories jn Gaſcoygre, and elſe- 
where, which his Father had left him in Peace. 


IV. Item, By his Folly, Perverſeneſs, and Evil Counſel, he hath: 


'deſtroyed Holy Church, and'impriſoned and oppreſſed the Eccle- 
_ Faſtical Perſons ; and hath alſo impriſoned, baniſhed, diſinherit- 
ed, and did unjuſtly put to Death many of the Peers and Great: 


Men of the Land. 


V. [iem, Whereas he was bound by his Oath to do Juſtice to.Aall- 
Men, 'which he hath not done, for the ſake of his own Profit ; and: 
to gratifie his own Covetouſneſs, and that of his Evil Counſellors,. 


' who were about him ; neither hath obſerved the ather Points of: 


his Coronation- Oath, as he was bound. to do.

VI. Item, He hath haraſſed his Kingdom, and did what lay in 
bim to.ruine þoth it and bis People ; and what is' worſe; that in 
eſpe of Cruelty, and other DefeCts of his Perſon, he is found 
t0 be incorrigible, without any hopes of Amendment : All theſe 
Things are ſo notorious, that no Man candeny them. | | 


The King being under confinement, as I have already declared, 
the Parliament by an Ordinance deputed three Biſhops, three 
Earls, three Barons, two Abbots, ard two Juſtices to be their 
Procurators, to attend the King, and in their Names to reſign to 
bim the Homage which they had formerly made to him ; for that 
they would no longer own bin for their Sovereign. $ 
Theſe Procurators being come to the King, one Sir William 
Truf*l Knight, Procurator of all the Parliament, ip the Name of 
himſc1f, and the reſt of his Colleagues, ſpoke to the King ip this 
manner: 7William Truffell, Procurgtor of the Prelates, Earls, Ba- 
ons, and all other People named in my Deputation, being fully and ſuf- 
ficiently impowered for that purpoſe, do Reſign and Surrender the HHo- 
mage aid Fealty formerly made to you, Edward King of England, 
as King, by theſe Perſons mentioned in my. Commiſſian, which ] do by 
virtue of the Power aforeſaid, Reſign and Surrender to you Edward; 
* and 1 do diſcharge and acquit eſp Perſons #n the beſt manner which 
Law ani Cuſtom will allowof: Aud I do makes this Proteſtation in 
their Alame, That they will not be hereafter in. yaur Feelty avd Alegi- 
ance ; neither will they claim to hald any thing of yau as their King ; 
and that they will for ever hereafter take you to be 4 page wholly de- 
prived of all manner of- Royal Dignity. When the King had feard 
theſe things, he much grieved himſelf for his Evil- Deeds ; - and 
expreſſed his Grief with Tears and Sighs, for that he had been fo 
unfortuuate, as to be always miſlead by Falſe 'and  Treacberous 
Counfels. TH ts 
This is the Subſtance of what moſt Hiftorians ſpeak of this 
matter ; only Thomas of Walſngbam relates it in this Manner. 
That all the Nobility of the Kingdom being ſummoned to hold a 
' Patliament at Lozdon, the morrow next after the Feaſt, met ac- 
' cordingly, where they were all of Opinion, That the King was 
unworthy of the Biadem, and that he ought to be depoſed 
for Reaſons contained in ſeveral Articles exbibited againſt him ; 
and that his eldeſt Son, Prince Edward, ſhould a rm + 
choſen 
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choſen King 3 Which was accordingly done; .and that the Ele&i- 
en was publickly proclaimed in the great Hallat Weftminſter ;- to 
which Ejettion all the People agreed, as alfo did the- Archbiſhop. 
of arm omy all the Prelates; ay that the Archbiſhop = 
a Speech to the People upon this Theam, For Popmls, vox: Des 
_ ON. them all tointercedets the King of Kings, in: the be- 
half of ther new-clefted Sovereignz and that after the Speech - 
.ended they all departed : But the Queen being mformed, Thar: 
her Son was. elected. King, and that her Husband was depoſed, 
ſeemed ( to outward Appearance ) to be overwhelmed with Griefz. 
and' tn. a manner diſtrafted' ; the Prince taking compaſſion on the 
. Aﬀition of his Mother, ſwore That he would never take the. 
Crown ypan. bim, - without the Conſent of his Father ; whevevp-- 
og by gengral Conſent, three Biſhops, two Earls, two Abbots, , 
and three for. every County of England, and a certain number of 
Perſons for London and other Cities and - great Towns, and alfa 
for the Ports, were ſent on the behalf of the whole Nation.,to the-: 
King toKenelworth,who acquainted him with theEleCion of hisSon,:. 
and —— him, That he wonld be pleaſed to renounce- 
the Crown and the RoyalDignity,. and that he would permit his- 
Son to reign in his ſtead ;. otherwiſe they would ſurrenderand re- 
nounce their Homage, and proceed inthe Matter as they ſhould 
- think fit. To this the King anſwered, with Sighs and. Tears, 
That he was mighty ſorry, that he ſhould deſerve ſo ill of bis- 
Subjets, and deſired alt who were preſent to forgive him : But: 
ſince it could not be otherwiſe, he thanked them for making- 
Choice of lis eldeſt Son. Theſe Deputies returned to the Par-- 
 liamentat Zondoy, and gave them an account of the King's An- 
ſwer, which was ſo ſatisfactory, that it made the Common People: 
rejoyce exceedingly ; and immediately all the Commonalty. of the. + 
Realm admitted Prince. Edward to be their King, . who was- then-. 
bat fifteen Years of Age, and appointed the. twentieth. of Fa-- 
mary following, tobe'the firſt Day of his Reign ; and then cau-

And We having complyed with the Pleaſure of Our ſaid Fa- 
ther, in this Particular, have by the Advice and Conſent 
of the ſaid Prelates, Earls and Barons, taken upon Us the 
Government of this Kingdom ; and have, according to Cu- 
Prom, received the Homage and Fealty of the Prelates and 
Peers. Therefore We being deſirous that Our Peace be in- 
violably obſerved, for the Tranquility and Quietneſs of 
Our People, do hereby command you, That immediately upon 
feaht of theſe Preſents, you cauſe Our Peace to be proclaim- 
ed throughout your Bailiwick; ſtrictly charging and 
commanding all Perſons in Our Name, that preſume to in- 
fringe or violate Our ſaid Peace, under the Pain. and Pe- 
zalty of loſing both Life and Member : but that every. Mans 
proſecute all manner of Ations, and Plaints without any 
Violence, according to the Laws and Cuſtoms of Our Realm. 
Therefore We are, and ſhall be always ready,” to adminiſter 
eqnal Juſtice in Our Courts, to all and ſingular Complaints, | 
as well Poor as Rich. ,.

The Record,.and Proceſs of the Renuniation of Kjng Richard, 
the Second after the Conqueſt, and of the: Acceptance of tbe 

ſame Renunciation, together with the Depoſition. of the 
ſaid Kzng Richard, are as followeth. an 


® Emorandum, That on Monday inthe Feaſt 'of S. Michael 

M the Archangel, in the three and twentieth Year of the 

' Reign of King Richard the Second, theſe Lords Spiri- 

tual and Temporal, and other Perſons of Quality hereafter nam- 

ed, viz, the Lord Richard Scroop Archbiſhop of York,, Fobn _ 
IEEE B v4 
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of Hereford, Henry Earl of Northumberland, Hugh Lord Barnel, 
Thomas Lord Berketey, the Prior of Canterbury, and the Abbot of 
Weſtminſter, Sir William Thirning Knight, and Fohu Markam Juſti- 
ces, Thomas Stow and Fohn Burbacke DoCtors of Laws, Sir Thoma 
Erpingham and Sir. Thomas Gray Knights, William de Fergby and 
D:onyſius Lapham Publick Notaries ; being originally deputed (for 
the Purpoſe hereafter mentioned) by the Advice and Conſent of 
certain Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and the Juſtices, and others. 
Learned, as well in the Civil and Canon Laws, as in the Common 
Law of the Kingdom, - being met together at the uſual Place at 
Weſtminſter, went about nine of the clock in the Morning to King 
Richard then in the Tower of London ; where the ſaid Earl of Nar- 
thumberland, in the name of all thoſe who were joyned in Com- 
miſſion with him, acquainted theKing,, Row his Majeſty, ſome- 
time before, at_Conway, in North-Wales ( being then at Liber- 
Ly ) did promiſe to Thomas Lord Archbiſhop off Canterbury, and: 
the ſaid Earl of Northumberland, That he. woujd relign. and re- 
nounce all his Right and Title to the Crown of England and 
France, and to the Royal Djgnity ; for the King himſelf, then at 
Conway, did confeſs his own Inability and Inſufficiency to Govern ,, 
and That the Reſignation, Renunciation and Ceflion ſhould” be 
done in the beft Manner and Form which could be invented, by 
the Advice and Direttion of Wiſe and Learned Men: The King 
candidly anſwered the ſaid Lords, and the reſt in Commiſſion 
with them : That he was very-willing to perform efteQually what 
he had formerly promiſed, as to that Matter : But the King 
earneſtly deſired, That he might firſt diſcourſe Zexry Duk'of Lan- 
caſter and the aforeſaid Archbiſhop of Canterbury, being both his 
Kinſmen, before he accompliſht what he had promiſed : The 
King likewiſe-deſired, That he might have a Copy of the Ceſ- 
ſion, which he was to make, that he: might conſider of it in the 
mean while ; which was accordingly done : And then the Lords 
and others, appointed to attend his Majeſty, retired to their re- 
fpeQive Habitations. The King being very: ſolicitous for the 
Duke of Eancaſter's coming, and .in continual Expectation of him, 
. at laſt, the ſame Day, after Dinner, the Duke of. Lancaſter, the 
forenamed Lords and Deputies, :together with.the ſaid Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, came to.the King.to the Tower, the Lord Roſs, the 
Lord Willoughby, the Lord of Bergavenes, and many. more, being 


' Then and there preſent, After the King had conferred with "a 
| Duke: 
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Duke and the Archbiſhop, ( as it ſeemed' to the ſtanders-by ) 
with chearful Countenance on both ſides, he called-to him all Per- 
ſons that were preſent, and told publickly, That he was ready to 
make the Renunciation, and to Renonnce and Ceſs, according to 
the Promiſe he had made, as aboveſaid ſo immediately, though 
he might, as it was told him, for the avoiding the Trouble of 
Reading of ſo long an Inſtrument, appoint another to read the 
Ceſlion and Renunciation, which was formerly drawn upon a 
<chrol of Parchment ; yet the King willing, to appearance, and 
witha pleaſant Countenance holding the ſaid Schrol in his Hand, 
told them, That he would read it himſelf, and read it diſtin&- 


| ly, and alſo abſolved his Lieges, Renounced, and Ceſled , and 


Swore to it ; and declared himſelf in many things, as he was read- 
ing of it ; and afterwards ſubſcribed it with his own Hand, as it 
more fully appears in the ſaid Inſtrument, the Tenure whereof is 
as followeth.

The Tenour of the Refrgnation. 


N the Name of God, Amen. 7 Richard, by the Grace 
of God, Kzng of England and France, and Lord of 
Iteland, do Abſolve all Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and all other 
Prelates of the Churches, either Secular or Regular, of what 
Dignity, Degree, State or Condition ſoever they be ; and all 


Dakes, Marqueſſes, Earls, Barons, Vaſſals, andall my Liege 


Men whatſoever, either Eccleſiaſtical or Secalar, b y whatſo. 
ever Name they are known or diſtinguiſhed, from the Oath of 
Fealty and Homage, and from all others, made to me; and 
alſo from the Obligation of Allegiance, Royalty and Domi- 
nion, whereby they were, or now are, oy any otherwiſe may 
be engaged or bound to me ; and do freely Diſcharge, Releaſe 
and Acquit them and their Heirs and Succeſſors, for ever,

The King having ſubſcribed the ſaid Renuncigtion and Ceflion, 
declared, "That if it were in his Power, to order it ſo, the Duke 
of Lancaſter ſhould ſucceed him in' the Kingdom; bur ſince it was 
a Matter which did not wholly depend upon himſelf ( as he ſaid ) 
' therefore he did conftitute and appoint the Archbiſhop of . Tork , 
and the Biſhop of Hereford to be his Executors, 'to declare and 
ſignifie the ſaid Ceſlion and Renunciation to all the States of the 
Kingdom ; and likewiſe further deſired that this his Will and In- 
tention ſhould be made known to all the People; and asa Token 
that his Willand Intention was ſo, he did publickly and ſolemnly 
take off his Gold Signet, and put it upon the Duke of Lancaſter's 
Finger ; deſiring that the ſaid Ring or Signet might be ſhewn to 
all the States of the Kingdom, as a plain manifeſtation of what he 
had done in this great Aﬀair. This -being ended, they took 
their Leaves of one another, and departed. out of the Towerto 
their ſeveral Habitations, Fon 
The next Mofning, being Txeſday, in the Feaſt of St. Ferome, 
the Archbiſhops of Canterbury and York, the Duke of Lancaſter, 
and other Dukes and. Lords, as well Spiritual as Temporal, 
(whoſe Names are hereafter mentioned) met in the great Hall at 
Weſtminfer, in a Place there ſumptuouſly:prepared for the hold- 
ing of a Parliament ; where there were likewiſe Aſſembled upon 
this Occaſion a great multitude of the Conmonalty , The Duke 
of Lancaſter took his uſual Place according to his Degree. The 
Chair of State, richly covered with Cloth of Gold, was vacant, 
no Perſon ſate in it as preſiding in the Aſſembly for the prefent. 
Things being in this readineſs, the Archbiſhop of York, in the 
Name of himſelf and his Colleague the Biſhop of Hereford, pub- 
lickly declared ( according to the King's Injuntion) the Kings 
Ceſlion and Renunciation,fubſcribed with his own Hand; and how 
he had deliverd his Signet in confirmation of it. Then the 
Archbiſhop cauſed the ſaid Ceſlion and Renunciation to be read, 
firſt in Latin, and afterwards in Engliſh: Then it was demand- 
ed of the States and. the People there preſent, ( and firſt of the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury , who in reſpect of his Dignity and 
Prerogative, as Metropolitan of all England, hath the firſt Vote 
amongſt all the Prelates and Peers) Whether for their Intereſt, 
and the common Profit of the Realm, they would accept of the 
ſaid Ceſſion and Renunciation ? The States and People judging it 
very requiſite, for the Reaſons alledged by the King himſelf in

his Ceſi>n and Renunciation, did ſeverally, and jointly with the 
People unanimouſly accept of the ſaid Cetlion and Renunciation. 
In the next place, it was publickly demanded, Whether, bekdes 
the acceptance of the faid Ceſſion and Renuaciation It was not 
very convenient and uſeful to the Kingdom to take away all 
Scruples and Suſpicions, that all the Catches and Crimes fre- 
quently committed by the King, in his evil Government, and 
now reduced into Writing in the Form of Articles, ( for which 
the King himſelf confeſſes in his ſaid Ceſlion , that he ought de- 
ſervedly to be depoſed ) ſhould be publickly read and declared 
to the People? Accordingly the greateſt part of thoſe Articles 
were then and there publickly read: The Tenor whereof 1s as 


followeth ; | 
Then is ſet down the Form of the uſual and accuſtomed 


Oath which the Kings of Ergland take at their Coronation , 
which the Archbiſhop of Canterbury hath uſed to require and 
receive from them; as in the Books of the Pantificals of the 


Archbiſhops and Biſhops, are more fully contained. 

. Which ſaid Oath King Richard 2. took at his Coronation, and 
was adminiſtred to him by the Archbiſhop of Canterbury ; and 
afterwards the King reiterated the ſaid Oath, as it more fully.

The Form of the Oath. 

OU ſhall entirely keep the Peace of 
Gods Church,, and the People, to 
the beſt of your Power.

anſwers, He will keep it. You ſhall caute

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Kept inviolable; And you promiſe that 
you will Prote&t them, and to the Ho- 
nour of God, that ye will corroborate ſuch 
as the People ſhall chuſe. The King an- 
ſwers, This I Grant and Promile. 


Then the King in the Preſence of all the People ſwears upon 
the Altar, that He will perform and keep all the forementioned 
'Premiſes. 


ARTICLES Exhibited againſt the King. 


Tmprimis, | T was laid to the King's Charge , That by reaſon of 

his evil Government in diſſipating and fquandring 
the Wealth and Poſleſſions of the Crown amongſt unworthy 
Perſons, and by impoſing grievous and inſupportable Burdens up- 
-on the People without any Cauſe, and by committing other innu- 
-merable Miſchiefs ; Therefore, by the King's Conſent and Order, 
certain Prelates, and other Temporal Lords were Eleed and 
Appointed by the whole Parliament, to govern the Kingdom ; 
who, at their own Charges, were to the utmoſt of their Power, 
faithfully to endeavour the juſt Adminiſtration of the Govern- 
-Oment ; yet the King Caballing with his Accomplices, did deſign to 
Impeach the ſaid Lords Spiritual and Temporal ( then employ'd 
in the Publick Buſineſs of the Kingdom ) of High Treaſon ; and 
drew in the Judges of the Realm, by fear of Death, and other 
Forments of their Bodies, to corroborate this his wicked Deſign 
In buſying themſelves to deſtroy theſe Lords. 

2. rem, The King cauſed ſeveral Perſons lately to come before 
him and his Favourites at Shrewsbary, and alſo the greateſt part 
of the Judges, and by various Threats and Menaces, and through 
ſuch Fear ( which might affeft Men of Conſtancy ) forced and 
compelled them ſeverally to anſwer to certain Queſtions propo- 
ſed to them on the King's behalf touching the Laws of the King- 

[dom ; which Anſwers were againſt their wills, and otherwiſe 
than they would have anſwered, if they had been at Liberty, and 
not compelled:: By colour of which pretended Reſolutions, the 

King 
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£0 be moſt damnably Beheaded, though the faid Earl alledged his 
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King deſigned to have proceeded afterwards to deſtroy Thomas 
Duke of Gloxceſter, the Earl of Arundel, the Earl. of Warwick , 
and: other Lords, who, were highly in' the: King's. Diſpleaſure; 
principally for noother reaſon than becauſe they had delired the 
King to apply himſelf to the juſt Adminiſtration of the Govern- 
ment.: But by Gods Providence, 2nd the Power of: theſe Lords, 
the King could not bring to effeCt his intended purpoſe. | 

3. Item, When the Temporal Lords in their defence , had 
made reſiſtance againſt his Malice and Deceitfulneſs, the ſaid King 
prefixed a Day for the Meeting of a Parliament, in order to ad- 
miuiſter Juſtice in that behalf to them, and others his Subjects 
of the Realm,and while the ſaid Temporal Lords continued peace- 
ably and quietly in their ſeveral Houſes, in hopes, and upon ſure 
confidence of the Meeting of the ſaid Parliament, the King under- 
hand ſent the Duke of 1re/and with the Kings Commiſſion and Ban- 
ner, towards Cheſter, who cauſed a great many People in thoſe 
parts to take Arms, and make an InfurreCtion againſt the ſaid 
Lords and Great Men, and other Parliament-Men of the Kingdom, 
wherein the King bath committed Perjury, by ereCting his Stan- 
dard publickly againſt that Peace to which he was ſworn ; whence 
proceeded Murders, Captivities, Diſſentions, and other infinite 
Miſchiefs throughout the whole Kingdom. | 

4. Item, Though the King had pardoned the ſaid Duke of Glou- 
ceſter, and the Earls of Arundel and Warwick, and all their Ad- 
herents in full Parliament, and for ſeveral years afrer had ſhewed 
Signs of Peace and Love, and chearful Countenance towards the 
ſaid Duke and Earls, and all the reſt who were concerned with 
them ; yet the King bearing Gall in his Heart, at length finding 
an opportunity, cauſed the ſaid Earls of Arundil and Warwick to 
be apprehended, and alſo the Duke of Gloucefter, who was the 
Kings Unkle, and Son to King Edward 3. of Bleſſed Memory, and 
Conſtable of England, as he was coming In all humility to meet 
the King with a Noble Train ; the ſaid Duke he cauſed to be car- 
ried out of the Kingdom, tothe Town of Calice, and to be there 
impriſoned, and detained in the Cuſtody of the Earl of Wotingham, 
one of the Dukes Appellants ; and there without Anſwer, or any 
Legal Proceſs whatſoever, to be privately ſtrangled, and moſt cru- 
elly and :nhumanely murdered. He cavſed the Earl of Arundel, be- 
ing environed and encompaſſed by Armed Mens and an innumerable 
company of Archers, and others got together by his procurement, 


ſaid 
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ſaid general Pardon, as alſo a Pardon which he had fince obtained ; 
-and prayed that Juſtice might be done himin Parliaments The 
Earl of Warwick and the Lord Cobbam he condemned to perpetual 
Impriſonment, and confiſcated all their Lands and Tenements, as 
well what was in Fee-ſimple,as what}was Entail'd, from them and 
their Heirs, againſt all Juſtice , and the Laws of the Kingdom, 
and againſt the expreſs Oath which he had taken, and gave them to 
their Accufers. 

5. Item, When the King cauſed the Duke of Glouceſter, and the 
Earls of Warwick, and Arundel to be Impeached,that he might more 
cruelly exerciſe his Cruelty upon them, and accompliſh his injurious 
Will in other things, he engaged to himſelf agreat multitude of 
wicked Fellows from the County of Cheſter ; ſome of them attend- 
ing the King in ſeveral parts of the Kingdom, did as well within as 
without the Verge of the Kings Houſhold, moſt cruelly murther the 
Liege Subjects of the Realm, and others they beat and wounded, 
and plundered the Peoples Goods, and refuſed to pay for their 
Deyt, or any thing they called for, and raviſhed Wives and other 
Women: And though grievous Complaints were made of theſe 
Extravagances, to the King, yet the King took no care to redreſs 
theſe Grievances, or to apply any Remedy to them, but did favour 
theſe VUlains in their wickedneſs, confiding in them and their af- 
fiſtance againſt all the People of the Kingdom, whereby the Kings 
faithful Subjefts had juſt grounds to fear great Diſorders and 
Commotions in the Realm. 

6. Item, Though the King by his Writs cauſed it to be pro- 
claimed throughout all his Kingdom, That he cauſed his Unkle the 
Duke of Glouceſter, and the Earls of Arundel and Warwick to be 
taken andarreſted, not for any Congregations or Ridings by them: 
made within the Realm, but for many Extortions, Oppreſlions,. 
and other things done and committed by them againſt bis Crown 
and Dignity ; and [that it was not the Kings intention that any 
of the Family of the Duke of Glouceſter, or of the Earls of Arm- 

\ggel or Warwick, or any of them who were in their Company at the: 
ongregation and Riding aforeſaid, ſhould be any way troubled 
or moleſted for that occaſion ; yet the King in Parliament did not 
impeach the ſaid Lords for Extortions, Oppreſſions, or any of the 
Matters aforeſaid, but procured. Sentence of Death: to paſs upon. 
them for their Congyregating and Riding aforeſaid :: And many of 
the Family. of the 1aid Lords,. and others. who were in their Com- 
Hany, at the time. of. the. faid Congregations and Ridings . 
| or: 
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for fear of Death, were compelled to make Fine and Ranſom as 
Felons and Traytors, to the grievous deſtrution of many of the 
Kings People ; and ſo the King ſubtilly, fraudulently, and mali- 
ciouſly did deceive the ſaid Lords and their Friends , and People 
of the Realm. 

7. item, Aﬀter many of thoſe Perſons who were making Fine 
and Ranſom, as aforeſaid, had obtained the Kings Charter of full 
Pardon in the Premiſes, yet they could reap no benefit from the 
{aid Pardon, until they bad made Fines and Ranſoms for ſaving 
of their Lives, whereby they were extreamly impoveriſhed ; and 
ww" the Name and Dignity of the King was much diſho- 
noured. 

8. Item, In the laſt Parliament holden at Shrewsþury, the King 
deſigning to oppeſs his People, ſubtilly contrived and procured to 
be granted, That the Power of the Parliament, by the conſent of 
all the States of the Kingdom, ſhould be and remain in certain 
Perſons C after the Diſſolution of the Parliament ) to determine 
certain Petitions exhibited in the ſaid Parliament, which could 
not be then diſpatched ; under colour of this Conceſſion, the per- 
ſons fo deputed, proceeded generally to things relating to that 
Parliament; and this they did by the King's Direftion in dero- 
gation of the States of Parliament, to the pernicious Example, 
and the great damage of the whole Realm, ; and that they might 
feem to have ſome colour and authority tor what they had done, 
the King cauſes the Rolls of the Parliament for his Vote to be 
changed and razed, againſt the effect of the ſaid Conceſſion. 

9. Item, That notwithſtanding the Kizg at bis Coronation had 
ſwore that be would cauſe right and equal Juſtice and Diſcretion te 
be adminiſtred in Mercy and Truth'in all his Judgmegts, to the 
beſt of his Power ; yet the King without any Mercy , amongſt 
other things, did rigorouſly decree and ordain , That no man, 
under heavy Penalties, ſhould interceed to the Kizg in the behalf 
of the Duke of Lancaſter, who was baniſhed , or to deſire any fa- 
your to be ſhewed unto him ; wherein the King acted againſt the 
Obligations of Charity, and therein raſhly violated his ſaid Oath. 

16. Item, Though the Crown of the Kingdom of England, and 
all the Rights of the ſame Crown, and the Kingdom it {elf have 
been in all former Ages abſolutely free, that neither the Pope, nor 
any other out of the Realm, ought or could intermeddle with 
them; yet the Kng to corroborate his erroneous Statutes, aÞ- 


plied himſelf to the Pope, that he w_ confirm all Afts made => 
2 bis 
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his laſt Parliament 3 whereupon the Xing obtained the Popes Let- 
ters, wherein grievous Cenſures were pronounced againſt all thoie 
who ſhould preſume any way to gainſay the ſaid Statutes. All. 
which are well known tobe againſt the Crown and Dignity of the 
King, and againſt the Statutes and Liberties of this Kingdom. 

11. Item, Though Henry, now Duke of Lancaſter, by the 
Kings Command, hath preferred a Bill againſt the Duke of Nor- 
folk.; which Bill containedMatter importing the State and Honour 
of the King,and the ſaid Duke did duly proſecute his ſaid Bill ſo 
far, that according to the Kings Order, he ſhould preſenthimſelFf 
ready at all points for the Trial by Battel, the King did pronounce- 
and declareby his Decree, That the ſaid Duke of Lancaſter had. 
konourably performed his Devoir on this occaſion, as far as it lay 
in his power to do ; and: this was publickly proclaimed in the pre- 
ſence of all the People who were aſſembled together to ſee the com- 
bat performed ; yet the King without any lawful cauſe, baniſhed 
the ſaid Duke of Lancaſter for ten years, againſt all Juſtice and 
Laws, the Cuſtoms of this Realm, and the Laws of Arms in this 
Caſe, thereby committing a damnable Crime. © 

12. tem, Afterwards the King, was graciouſly pleaſed to gran 
by his Letters Patents, to the ſaid Henry, now Duke of Lancaſter, 
That in his Abſence, during his Baniſhment, That his General 
Attorney might ſue out Livery for him of certain Inheritances, 
then fallen to him z and that he ſhould reſpite his Homage, for a 
certain Fine ; yet the King injuriouſly revoked his Letters Patents. 
againſt the Laws of the Land, and thereby perjured himſelf. 

13. /tem, Notwithitanding that it is enacted by Parliament, 
That every Year the Kings Officers, with the Juſtices, and others 
of the Kings Counſellors, ſhould chuſe Sheriffs for all the Counties 
of the Kingdom, and that they ſhould nominate ſuch Perſons to 
the King , as according to their Diſcretion and Conſcience , 
would promote the Good and Profit of the Realm; the King 
would not make them Sheriffs which were nominated and eleCted, 
but others according to the arbitrarineſs of his Will ; ſometimes 
his Servants, ſometimes ſuch as he knew would not reſiſt his Will 
for the particular Advantage of himſelf and others, to the great 
Grievance of his People, and againſt the Laws of his Kingdom, 
thereby notoriouſly committing Perjury. 

14. /tem, When the King deſired, and had ſeveral ſums of Mo- 
ny lent by many Lords and others of the Realm, to be paid at a 
certainday ;z, notwithſtanding that the King by his particular Let- 
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ters Patehtts did faithfully promiſe to every Perſon, of whom he. 
had borrgwed Mony, that he would repay it at the time limited ;. 
this his Promiſe he hath not performed, neither is there any Satis- 
fattion made for the ſaid: Monies, wherefore the ſaid Creditors are 
extremely grieved: And not only they, but many others in the 
Kingdom, do take the King to bea Man, who 1s not to be truſted. 

15. Item, Whereas the King of England might honourably live 
upon the Revenue of his Kingdom, and the Patrimony belonging 
to the Crown, without oppreſſing his Subjects , as long as the 
Kingdom is not burdened with the Expences of a War:. The King 
io all the time during the Truces betwixt the Kingdom of Eng- 
land and its foreign Enemies, did not only give the greateſt part of 
the Patrimony of the Kingdom to unworthy perſons,/ but alſo an- 
nually impoſed great Taxes upon his Subjects, whereby he did ex- 
ceſſively oppreſs his Subjefts, and impoyeriſh the Kingdom ; net- 
therdid he employ the Monics ſo raiſed for the Profit and Advan” 
tage of the Kingdom, but prodigally ſquandred it in maintenance 
of his Pomp, Oſtentation and Vain-Glory, and did owe mighty 
Sums of Mony for Proviſions and other Expences of his Houſhold, 
though he had greater abundance of Wealth and Treaſure than 
any of his Anceſtors ever had. | 

16. Jtem, The King being not willing to maintain and protect. 
the juſt Laws and Cuſtoms of the Realm, but endeavouring to 
gratifie his Pleaſure in every thing, according to the Arbitrarineſs 
of his” Wil, ' when the Laws of the Kingdom were declared 
and expounded to him by his Juſtices and others of his Counſel : 
and when they would defire him to adminiſter Juſtice to his Sub- 
jects according to thoſe Laws, the King with a fierce and ftern 
Countenance, would tell them ſometimes, That the Laws were in 
his Mouth, and at other times, That they were in his Breaſt, and 
that he alone could make and alter the Laws of his Kingdom ; and 
being ſeduced by that Opinion, would not ſuffer Juſtice to be 
done to his SubjeCts, but by his Threats and Menaces forced mul- 
titudes of his Subjects to deſiſt from the Proſecution of their 
Rights at the Common Law. 

17. rem, That after ſeveral Statutes were made-in Parliament, 
which were binding, until they were particularly repealed by the 
Authority of another Parliament ; the King affefting an uncon- 
troulable Power over the Laws, and that he might do and exer- 
ciſe eyery thing according to the Arbitrarineſs of bis Will, (which 

; he : 
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he could not legally do)cunningly procured a Petition to be exhi- 
bited inParliament,on the behalf of theCommons of theKingdom; 
whereby it was granted to the King, that he might be as free as 
any of his Predeceſſors were before him: By Colour of which 
Petitiog, and Conceſſion, the King did command, and cauſe to 
be put in Execution, ſeveral Things, againlt the Foran of the ſaid 
Statutes, which were not then repealed, whereby he ated expreſ- 
ly and wilfully againſt his Coronation Oath, the Form whereof 
we have already ſhewed. 

18. lem, Though it was enaCtted and ordained, That no She- 
riff ſhould continually exerciſe his Office above one Year; and 
that three Years ſhould be firſt elapſed, before any ſuch Perſon 


ſhould again take upon him the Exerciſe of the ſaid Office: The - 


faid King Richard, partly for his own particular Advantage, and 
partly at the Sollicitations of others ( who aimed at their ſingu- 
lar Profit and Utility therein ) did permit and ſuffer ſome Sheciffs 
to continue in their Offices two or three Years, againſt the tenour 
and Effec: of the ſaid Statute, whereby he perjured himſelf, and 
this tking is notorious, Publick and famous among all Peo- 

' ple. | 
19. /cem, Thovgh by the Statutes and Cuſtoms of this Realm, 
when any Parliament is called, the People in every County of the 
Kingdom, ought to be free to Eleft and Depate Knights for their 


reſpective Counties, to repreſent them in Parliament, and there. 


to propoſe their Grievances, and proſecute ſuch Remedies in-that 


behalf, as they ſhould think convenient ; yet the King, that he 


might with greater Freedom obtain the effect of his temerariovs 
Will, in his Parliaments, did frequently dire& his Mandates to 
his Sheriffs to return certain Perſons, named by himſelf, to ſerve 
as Knights, for all the Shires ofthe Kingdom; which faid Knights 

the King could induce to ſerve his Intereſt (as he frequently did ) 


partly by his various Threats andMenaces,and partly byRewards, 


ro conſent to theſe things, which were very Prejudicial and Bur- 
thenſome to the People, and particularly to grant him a Subſidy 
upon Wook, for the term of his Life, and another Subſidy for a

4 20. ſtem, The King, that he might more abſolutely purſue 
and accompliſh his Arbitrary Will, in every thing, did unlawful- 
ly cauſe and command, That all Sheriffs in his Kingdoms, belles

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the Ancient accuſtomed Oath, ſhould ſwear, To obey all 'the 
Kings Commands under the Great and Privy Seals,and alſo hisLet- 
ters under the Kings Seal, as after they ſhould be direfted tothem; 
and that in caſe the ſaid Sheriffs, within their reſpe&tive Covn- 
ties, ſhould know that any perſon ( of what ſtate or condition 
ſoever ) ſhould publickly or privately ſpeak or divulge any thing, 
to the Reproach and Scandal of the King's Perſon, that they 
would arrelt them, and commit them to Priſon, and there detain 
them in ſafe Cuſtody, until the King's further Pleaſure ſhould be 
known in that behalf: All this is to be found upon Record. Which:

21. tem, The King endeavouring to put Tricks upon his Peo- - 
ple, and by his Subtlety to render himſelf Maſter of their For- 
tunes ( that he might thereby ſuperfluoufly abound in Wealth ) 
cauſed his Subjetts of ſeventeen Counties, to be perſuaded to ac-- 
knowledg, under their Hands and Seals, That they were Tray- 
tors, and to ſubmir themſelves to the Kings Pleaſure, by means 
whereof he obtained great Summs of Mony , both from the.

the Kindom, . that ſome of them for the Service of the faid Voyage - 
ſhould furniſh him with Horſes, and others not only with Horſes, .

.. 24. ſtem, The King going into Treland, took with him the 
Publick Treaſury, the Crowns and Jewels, being the Goods of the

the Kingdom, in caſe of Extremity ; and this he did withour the 
conſent of the States of the Kingdom, ſo hereby the Kingdom 
was much impoveriſhed, unleſs God. of his Mercy had otherwiſe 
provided, that theſe Goods ſhould be retaken, againſt the Kings 
Will. And furthermore, the King cauſed the Rolls of the Re-

that no Man living, who knew his Humonr, would or could con- 
fide in him: Nay, he was repated fo Falſe and Inconſtant, that it 
proved tobe the Scandal, not only of his own Perſon, bur alſo 
of the whole Xingdom, and chiefly among all the Foreigners of 
the World, who os any knowledg of him. - . 

26. tem, Though the Lands, Tenements, Goods and Chattels 
of every Freeman, by the Ancient Laws of the Kingdom ought 
not to be ſciſed upon, unleſs they were forfeited ; yet the thing 
deſigning and endeavouring to enervate the ſaid Laws, did fre- 
quently ſay and affirm, in the preſence of many Lords and others 
of the Commonalty of the Kingdom, That the Lives of all his 
Subjects, their Lands, Tenements, Goods and Chattels, were 
wholly at his Diſpoſal, without any Forfeiture ; which 1saltoge- 
ther againſt the Laws and Cuſtoms of theKingdom, 27.

Majeſty, tho? the Arch-Biſhop was then and there preſent, 
and offered to anſwer-to all things which were laid to his Charge, 
and deſired leave of the King 0 be admitted to do it, being fully 
confident ( as:he ſaid ) that he was able to'Tlear his Innocence in 


| that. behalf: | Yet the King contriving by all the ways and means 
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he could, .to oppreſs the ſaid Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, and 
abſolutely: to ruine bim. ( as it. proved afterwards) ſitting in his 
Chair of State, ſpeakingo the ſaid Arch-Bilbop of 'Canrerbary 
with cheerful Countenance,and'much ſeeming Kindneſs,did adviſe 
him» and earneſtly defire kim, that he would let it alone for the

and Will, ſhjraynge Juſtice,) to pronounce the Sentence, of Depy- 
ſition ; and in the Name, and by the Authority of the ſaid States, 
to Depoſe the ſaid King R:chard from bis Royal Honour, Dignity 
and Majeſty, as it had been uſed in the like caſes by the ancient Cu- 
ſtom of the Realm : The ſaid Commiſſioners taking upon them the 
Execution of the ſaid Commiſſion ; and ſitting near the Tribunal 


before the Chair of State, after. ſome deliberation had upon the 


matter» they pronounced the Sentence of Depoſition in the Name, 


and by theAuthority of all the States; which ſaid ſentence being re-' 


duced into Writing, was openly and publickly read by the ſaid Bi- 
ſhop of St. 4/aph, by the direction and conſent of the reſt of the

many other Crimes of the ſaid Richard, cruelly done and commited in

The ſaid States being deſfirons, that nothing ſhould be omitted, 
which might or ought to have been done in the Premiſes, and there: 

- upon their opinions being ſeverally asked,they unanimouſly Conſti- 
tuted the Perſons before named for their Commiſſioners,to be their 
Procurators, jointly and ſeverally to reſign and reſtore to the: 

Fealty which. had formerly 
been made to him, and to acquaint him with all the*particulars rec

It being apparent from what had been. done, that the Kingdom 
of England with its appurtenances was vacant, immediately the: 
ſaid Henry Duke of Zzncsfer, riſing from his place, and ſtanding. 
up, ſo that he might be eaſily ſeen by the People, with much humi- 
lity figning himſelf with the ſign of the Croſs upon his Fore-head 
and his*Breaſt, and having fitft called upon the Name of Jeſus, 
made his Claim'in Engliſh to the Kingdom of England, (being thete 
vacant as aforeſaid ) together with the Crown, and all its mem- 
bers and appurtenances; he made his Claim inthis form of words:

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ſhould Reign oyer them ; and thereupon theKing ſhewed to all the 
States.of the Kingdom, King K:chard*s Signet, which he had deli- 
vered to him as an Expreſs Token of his willingneſs to reſign the 
Crown, as is before mentioned. The Arch-biſhop of Canterbury 
taking King Henry by the right Hand, led him to the Chair of 
| State, and after the King had kneeled before the Chair and prayed

1] Pym arethe Words of the King of Kings ſpeaking to Samnel, 
| and Inſtrutting him what ſort of Perſon ſhould be appointed 
to Govern the People ; when they deſired that a King might be 
given them, which ay be applied and not impertinently: to our 
preſent King, which words ifthey be ſtrictly conſidered,will afford 
us matter of great Conſolation ; for God doth not threaten vs, as - 
he did formerly threaten the People by the mouth of E/ay chap. 3. 
1 will give them Children to be their Princes : But out of his mercy, 
who- when he is angry remembers. mercy, hath viſited his 
People, and Children ſhall not Govern now as it was formerly in 
this Kingdom ; but the Lord tells us, quod YVir dominatitur Populo, 
A man ſhall govern the People : That of the Apoſtles ſpeaking in 
the perſon of a Child may notimproperly be applied to many of 
the former Governors of this Realm, Cor.13. When I was a Child,f 
ſpake like a Child, underſtood like a Child, and thought like a Child. 
Obſerve the Apoſtle ſpeaks thrice ; he ſpake, he underſtood, and 
'thovght like a Child. As to ſpeech, it is certain that a Child isin- 
conſtant in ſpeaking, he eaſily tells the truth, and as eaſily that 
which is falſe : He eaſily promiſes in words, but ſoon forgets it. 
But theſe things are inconvenient and grievous to a Kingdom, nei- 
ther is it poſſible that a Kingdom ſhould flouriſh where ſuch quali» 
ties Reign; but a Kingdom is free from theſe imperfeftions, when 
a Man Reigns; for it becomes a man to keep a watch upon his 
_rongue : andit 1s not a child that. rules now, but a man, of whom [ 
hope that'of Eccle/. 9, (may ſay) Bl-fed is the Man who is not faulty 
ah 372 
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inhis Tongue : Then the Apoſtle ſays, 7 anderflood as a Child; a 
Child underſtands nothing, but what pleaſes and flatters him, nei- 
ther doth he love a man who reaſons according to truth, but hat es 

him beyond meaſure : Truth was lately ſo much diſcountenanced, 
that no man durlſt ſpeak, whence it is very plain and evident, thac 
he who governed, underſtood as-a Child. Man underſtands W iſ- 
dom, and not ſuch unworthy things: Therefore -by the Grace of 
God, it is ſaid of that Man what is written Eccle/. 9. Bleſſed 15 the 
Man who ſhall dwell with Wiſdom. . As a Child loves vanity, fo a 
Man underſtands Truth and Wiſdom; Therefore truth ſhall enter 
in,and let flattery depart from us, (which hath done ſo much miſ- 
chief in our Kingdom.) becauſe he is a Man who rules the People, 
who underſtands Truth, got Vanity and Flattery. Thirdly, The 
Apoſtle ſays, Ze thought as a Child ; For a Child only ſtudies to 
praiſe the diCtates of his will;not thoſe of reaſon; therefore where 
a Child. governs, there an arbitrary will only reigns, and reaſon is 
quite baniſhed away ; and alſo where the will only bears ſway,and 
that there is no room left for reaſon or conſtancy, there muſt needs 
be man, > near at hand ; from which danger we are deliver- 
ed,becauſe a Man Rules, he who does not ſpeak like a Child, but as 
a Man of perfect reaſon, 1 did not come to do my own will, but 


' the will of him who ſent me; that is, God's: And therefore 


we ſhall ſay of this Man, that he will not only dwell with Wife 
dom z but like a Man, and not as a Child, he will ſeriouſly conſis 
der the Providence of God; that tis, 'he will diligently look a- 
bout him, that the Will of God, not his own, be done. And 
ſo inſtead of a willful wanton Child, now a Man rules over 
the. People; and ſuch a Man of whom it ſhall be ſaid, A King 


will reign, and he ſhall be Wiſe, and he ſhall execute Juſtice and 


Judgment upon the Earth, |

Immediately it was conſidered of, Fhat by. the former vacancy 
ef the Royal Dignity, by Virtue of the Cefſion and Depoſuion a- 
foreſaid, all the Authority ofthe Juſtices, Sheriffs, and other Ofh- 
cers through the Kingdom, was determined : Eherefore, leaſt the 
People ſhould be any ways grieved for want of the adminiſtration 

- of Juſtice, the King preſently Conſtituted his principal Officers 
and Juſtices, and every ane of them took the uſual Oath to the 
Kiog ; thereupon the King cauſed Proclamation to be made, That,

. on Saturday next, before the day of the ſaid Parkament, and put 
ig their Petitions, and the Petitioners ſhould bave Juſtice done 
them; And as to the ſhortneſs of the time for the Convening of the. | 
faid Parliament, there was this Proteſtation made on the King's be- 
half, viz.. That it was not. the King's intention that any incanve- 
Nience. ſhould thence accrue to the States of the Kingdom, or that 
hereafter it ſhould be drawn into precedent, and that the ſhortneſs. 
of the time for the ſaid Convention, for the benefit and advantage of 
the Kingdom, and eſpecially to ſpare the trouble and expences of 
all His People, and that the Grievances. of the People wight be.
